BERKELEY, CALIF.—Terminat- 
ing a five-year cruise in their 37- 
foot ketch Igdrasil, in which they 
sailed five of the seven seas, Roger 
Strout, 38 years old, and his wife 
Edith have made their last mooring 
in the Berkeley yacht harbor and 
will reintegrate themselves into a 
landlubber’s life. 

Both university graduates, the 
couple decided on their vagabond 
roving in 1934 merely to realize that 
dream which almost everyone at 
some time in life has of sailing away 
to some far distant place in leisure- 
ly fashion. 

Strout, whose former home was 
at Portland, Maine, is a graduate 
of Bowdoin college. He won a mas- 
ter’s degree in physics at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago and was assist- 
ant professor of physics at Georgia 
Tech when he finally decided to quit 
his job and carry out his idea. 

He modeled his boat after the fa- 
mous Spray of Si Clocum. 

Mr. and Mrs. Strout started first 
on a three-year jaunt which took 
them to New Zealand, the Indian 
ocean, Cape of Good Hope, and to 
anchorage in New York in 1937. 

After that they sailed on and on. 
They went to the Arctic and Ant- 
arctic circles, from the east coast 
to Hawaii, through the Panama 
canal, and finally to Alaska.

To Sell Treasured Horses 


WASHINGTON.—The National Ge- 
ographic society reports that Nava- 
jo Indians who live on the Navajo 
re@ervation in Arizona, New Mexico 
a?d Utah have had to dispose of 
large numbers of their live stock be- 
cause of the 1939 drouth, the worst 
in more than 50 years. 


The report points out that the 50,- 
000 Navajos who previously had 
grazed more than 1,000,000 sheep, 
goats, cattle and horses on their 
semi-arid land were forced to dis- 
pose of large numbers of them when 
only eight inches of rain fell on their 
land last year. Nearly 10,000 horses 
were disposed of, as they consumed 
as much forage as five sheep.

Dr. Mudd’s Island Prison 


Is Now Open to Public 
WASHINGTON.—Historic old Fori 
Jefferson, abandoned as a military 
post in 1874 and made a nationa! 
monument by President Roosevelt 
January 4, 1935, has been made ac- 
cessible to Florida visitors by the 
national park service. 

A triweekly boat service has been 
inaugurated to the fort, which is 
located 65 miles off the coast of Key 
West on one of the Dry Tortugas 
islands. Docking and anchoring fa- 
cilities also have been provided for 
private craft. 

The fort was built on the island

in 1846 as the key defense of the ; 


Gulf of Mexico and, although it was 
abandoned as a military post in 
1874, troops still are stationed there 
—94 years later. 

It was on this island that Dr. 
Samuel A. Mudd, Maryland physi- 
cian who set John Wilkes Booth’s 
broken leg following the assassina- 
tion of President Lincoln, was im- 
prisoned. He was pardoned on 
March 21, 1869, because of his faith- 
ful service to the island inhabitants 
during a yellow-fever plague. 


Ships About Icebergs. 


WASHINGTON.—The international 
ice patrol maintained by the navy 
and coast guard to safeguard North 
Atlantic shipping from icebergs is 
facing this spring and summer its 
most difficult problem since the 
service was started. 

For the last several years the 
naval hydrographic office has re- 
ceived, through the co-operation of 
the Canadian government and by 
direct radio communications from 
liners and other merchantmen in 
the transatlantic trade, prompt in- 
formation of all ice hazards ob- 
served by these vessels. This year 
virtually all this information will be 
unavailable because of the war, and 
the patrol will have to work alone. 

The hydrographic office, in an ef- 
fort to get at least part of this in- 
formation, is seeking to arrange for 
these ships to report on reaching 
their ports of destination. 

“It is realized,’’ states a bulletin 
of the hydrographic office, ‘‘that 
this year, due to the hostilities in 
Europe, many vessels are maintain- 


‘ing radio silence, and that informa- 


tion from this source will be ex- 
tremely meager. In the interest of 
safety and shipping in general, the 
hydrographic office would appre- 
ciate receiving reports of ice sight- 
ed by such ships immediately upon 
their arrival in port.” 


In previous years vessels of the 
ice patrol have been based at Hali- 
fax, but this Halifax is un- 
available for such service, so the 
vessels will use Boston and New 
York as bases, greatly increasing 
the distance between bases and the 
ice fields. 

The radio ‘‘silence’’ involves all 
British and French vessels as well 
as many neutral ones, the latter for 
the most part of Scandinavian regis- 
ter.

‘Former Posseman 
Recalls Outlaws 


KnewRobbers’ Roost Coun- 
| try and Famed Killers. 


PRICE, UTAH. — Tracking and 
shooting of Butch Cassidy, leader of 


the nineties, is recalled by Peter 
Anderson of Price, last remaining 
| member of the posse credited with 
breaking up one of the most formid- 
| able gangs of killers in western his- 
tory. 

Anderson explains that he became 
well acquainted with the so-called 
Robbers Roost country before the 
Castlegate payroll holdup of 1894. 


“TI had spent three years riding 
all over the accessible parts of it 
just prior to the holdup,” he said. 


““A U. S. deputy marshal who per- 
suaded me to lead him to the hide- 
out of the Cassidy gang, suspected 
of the robbery, retreated without 
making an arrest or even showing 
his face,’’ when Anderson pointed 
the place out. 

“We went after the outlaws,’’ An- 
derson said, ‘three years later fol- 
lowing a cattle-stealing incident in 
which two members of the gang am- 
bushed and nearly beat to death two 
employees of the cattle firm from 
which the animals were stolen.” 


A posse of 18 men under Sheriff 
Charlie Allred of Price took the 
trail. Anderson served as a deputy 
under Allred at the time. Joined 
by a farmer at whom the gang had 
fired on early in the day, the party 
trailed the outlaws to a small can- 
yon where they surprised them in 
bed. 

In answer to a demand to sur- 
render, the outlaws fired a shot 
into the ground just in front of An- 
derson, he explained. Possemen re- 
turned fire and picked off Cassidy 
as he made a break for his rifle, 
which was standing a few feet 
away. Two other members of the 
bandit gang died of bullet wounds 
during the fight.

Ghostly Fleet Receives | 
Another Ship in Gulf 


MOBILE, ALA.—Another ghost | 
ship has found a final resting place 
in this Alabama seaport after leav- 
ing the secret of its crew’s fate be- 
neath the rolling waters of the Gulf | 
of Mexico. | 

The three-masted British schoon- 
er Gloria Colita left Mobile late in | 
January with a cargo of lumber des- | 
tined for South America. Her home } 
port was listed as St. Vincent, Brit- | 
ish West Indies. | 

Three weeks later the trim little 
vessel was towed back into Mobile 
by the United States coast guard 
cutter Cartigan, ripped and torn, its 
riggings in tatters and deck-housing 
battered into splinters—and crew- | 
less. 

Its crew of eight and skipper had | 
mysteriously vanished. Part of a 
yellowed log fluttered about the de- | 
serted deck, but it shed no light on 
the crew’s fate. 

The crew of the cutter that sal- 
vaged the hulk about 200 miles out 
in the gulf from Mobile believes | 
that a sudden squall came up and 
swept the entire crew overboard be- | 
fore they could get the sails down. 

Evidence of this theory lies in 
the fact the schooner had one main- 
sail still partly aloft, flapping wildly 
in the wind, when the coast guard 
spotted it.
